New Orleans. 


IOMMERCE ABSOLUTELY PARALYZED. 


The Strike Inaugurated to Enforce the 


Recognition by the Merchants of 


the Crescent City of the 


Trades Organizations. 


New Orleans Threatened With a Gtan- 
oral Strike. 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 1.—A general 
trike in every line of trade, that will 
absolutely paralyze the commerce of 
his city, is threatened. The various 
abor organizations wore in session all 
ast night, the executive committee not 
iomplcting its session until daylight 
,his morning1. The council decided to 
illow Hie merchants until nightfall 
,o-day to recognize the unions. If the 
lesired concession is not forthcoming 
>y that time every one of the sixty- 
ive unions in the city will order out its 
members to-morrow morning. 


If the strike is ordered every newspa- 


per in the city with one exception will 
he competed to suspend publication. 
The council claims that 25,000 men will 
quit work to-morrow if the strike is 
irdered. If the merchants signify u, 
willingness to arbitrate the dispute bc- 
iwoen them and the draymen and waro- 
lonsemen, the striken; will rjaume 
work pending arbitration. The mer- 
chants thus far seem disposed to stand 
irm and make no concessions.

NO SURRENDER. 


Chicago Merchants Combine to Fljrht the 


Sugar Trust. 


CJUCA.OO, Nov. 2.—New York and 


Philadelphia may surrender to the su- 
gar trust, but the World's fair city will 
not be bulldozed worth a cent. At 
least that was the purport of the deci- 
sion reached at a meeting of the large 
wholesale grocers in this city. The 
meeting was held on the request of Mr. 
W. IT. Osboru, tlie New York represent- 
ative of the American sugar trust. The 
plan proposed by Mr. Osborn was the 
one known as the "equality and rebate 
plan," and after a half hour's delibera- 
tion it was unanimously rejected. The 
plain English of the attitudp of Chica- 
go's 
holcsalc grocers is that they do 


not intend being dictated to by the 
sugar trust. If they want to buy 
sugar at five cents and sell for four 
cents it is their business, and is no con- 
cern of the sugar trust or anyone else. 


The "equality and rebate plan" was 


proposed at the meeting of national 
grocers in Now York last June and 
would have been adopted had it not 
been for the active opposition of Chi- 
cago, supplemented by nearly all the 
leading houses in Milwaukee, Detroit, 
Kansas City and St. Joseph. St. Louis 
and a lew other southern points were 
in favor of it, but it was temporarily 
shelved. The meeting had no sooner 
adjourned than sly work was begun by 
the trust, and its friends to work the 
opposition over to the scheme, and a 
few weeks ago a very ingenious circu- 
lar was sent out, confidentially, to the 
wholesale grocers. It is ingenious be- 
cause it evades the anti-trust law of Mis- 
souri by claiming it would promote 
competition and at the same time con- 
taining the outline of a plan that 
would totally destroy all csmpetition 
and pxit the sugar trade entirely in the 
hands of the trust, with power to dic- 
tate price and limit the output.

A fact also making that diagnosis of 
the case a rather daring decision was 
that Degaw stated positively that ho 
had met with no injury that could have 
caused lockjaw. 


But yesterday afternoon the unmis- 


takable symptoms of tetanus made 
their appearance. The tonic, or con- 
tinuous, contraction of the muscles was 
reinforced by clonic, or paroxysmal, 
contractions, during which the patient 
would fabriek with agony. A stiffen- 
ing of the muscles of the jaws and face 
was also noticed, growing in intensity 
until Dcgaw could barely open his 
moittli. As soon as these new develop- 
ments made their appearance1 the treat- 
ment proper for tetanus, or lockjaw, 
was at onco begun, and to-day the 
patient is bomowhat better, but not 
out of danger. Dr. Marks states that a 
case of lockjaw without the existence 
of somo injury to have caused it afi a 
remarkable medical case and possessed 
of the deepest professional interest 
He says that tetanus sometimen so de- 
velops in the tropioal countries, where 
the sun's heat has an affect on the 
spine that causes the disease to de- 
velop, but that In all countries in tho 
temperate zone it has boon supposed 
that lockjaw could only arise from 
some injury that the human body had 
undergone, Independent of the ordin- 
ary development ot tho disease. De- 
gaw's case is being closely watched.

A Retreat Under Fire with the Spoils— 


The Robbers Pursued by Govern- 


ment and Express Company 


Detectives—The Chase. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala.. Nov. 1.—Full de- 


tails of tho train robbery which oc- 
curred on the East Tennessee, Virginia 
& Georgia road, just south of Piedmont, 
Ala., atmidclight Monday night, were 
received here to-day. 


As the south-bound express was pull- 


ing out of Piedmont two masked men 
quietly boarded tho forward platform 
of the baggage car next to the en- 
gine. Two miles clown the road, at 
Patonu water' tank, and when the 
train was under full headway they 
entered tho baggage car and covered 
tho baggagcmaster with pistols, com- 
peling him to lead them into the ex- 
press car. Messenger Rogers had heard 
them coming, and, growing apprehen- 
sive, drew his pistol, but the robbers 
began firing into the top of the car and 
Rogers was forced to give up. 


At the muzzle of pistols they com- 


peled him to open tho safe, emptying 
the contents of it into a bag. The ex- 
press company says the robbers only 
got?800. The robbers then marched 
Rogers und the baggagcmaster into the 
mail car and made the postal clerk 
throw up his hands. The registered 
pouches were cut open and their con- 
tents emptied into a bag. 


The robbers pulled the bell cord as 


the train ncared Dompman's station, 
and a's tho train slowed up they backed 
out of the door and stepped off. 


Engineer Green and Conductor Jones 


became acquainted with the situation 
about this time and began firing at the 
robbers, who returned the fire as they 
fled through the woods. They mounted 
horses and escaped. 


Tho amount of money that tho regis- 


tered packages contained is not known, 
but ia estimated anywhere from $100 to 
$2,000. 


Two hours -later a posse was on the 


trail of the robbers, .and at daylight 
camo up with them twenty miles 
away in the mountains. A running

occurred, 
but

far 
as 


is known no one was hurt. The gov- 
ernment and the express company de- 
tectives have been sent lo keep up the 
pursuit. Tho robbers are believed to 
be tho same parties who held up tho

Destructive Forest Fires In Indiana. 
BEOWNSTOWN, Ind., Nov. 1.—Forest 


fires arc raging; on the table land four 
miles south and southwest of here, 
with a fury that is carrying every- 
thing before them. The roar of tho 
flames can bo heart! in this city, and 
tho heavens are lighted lip with a 
glare that is plainly visible fifty miles 
away. A light breeze from the south- 
west brings smoke and heated air con- 
stantly over this place, and if contin- 
ued through the night will doom every 
particle of fine timber that covers the 
table lands to destruction. This sec- 
tion o£ the state has been suffering 
from a protracted drought and every- 
thing is as di-y as tinder. The table 
lands where, the fires arc raging are the 
best wooded parts of the county and 
contain much valuable timber, in fact, 
the best of the original forests, which 
has been preserved on account of its 
rapidly 
increasing 
value. 
Unless 


checked by a heavy shower the flro will 
feed upon the timber till it is all de- 
stroyed, having got such headway that 
it would bo useless to attempt to stay 
it with usual agencies. The loss can 
hardly be estimated at this time, but 
will reach perhaps $100,000.

John- 
son ran out of the house and as he did 
so Maggie Newman, the woman who 
had been bcrcaming, fell to the floor 
with a bullet wound in her abdomen. 
Ed Johnson was caught by officers 
who heard the shooting and hurried to 
the scene. They sent the wounded of- 
ficer home and the woxiudecl woman to 
the hospital. Sho died the following 
day. 


In the post-mortem examination the 


bullet which caused her death was 
found to be a 38-calibor, and as Officer 
llclun used a 41-caliber revolver it was 
clear his shot did not strike the woman. 
Lou Price's revolver was not found, 
and it could not be proven that ho car- 
ried a 3s-caliber revolver, Tho coron- 
er's jury brought in a verdict saying 
that Maggie- Newman came to her 
death from a gun-shot wound fired from 
a revolver in the hands of a person un- 
known to the jury.

A GENERAL STRIKE 


Ordered by the United Trades of 


New Orleans. 


COMMERCE ABSOLUTELY PARALYZBD. 


The Strike Inaugurated to Enforce the 


Recognition by the Merchants of 


the Crescent City of tho 


Trades Organizations. 


New Orleans Threatened With a Gen- 
eral Btrllc.9. 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 1.—A general 


strike in every line of trade, that will 
absolutely paralyze the commerce of 
this city, is threatened. Tho various 
labor organizations were in session all 
last night, the executive committee not 
completing its session until daylight 
this morning1. The council decided to 
allow the merchants until nightfall 
to-day to recognize the unions. If tho 
desired concession is not forthcoming 
by that time every one of the sixty- 
five unions in the city will order out Its 
members to-morrow morning. 


If the strike is ordered every newspa- 


per in tho city with one exception will 
be competed to suspend publication. 
The council claims that 25,000 men will 
quit work to-morrow if the strike is 
ordered. If the merchants signify u 
\\iUinjfnoss to arbitrate the dispute be- 
tween them and the draymen and ware- 
housemen, the strlkera will rjaume 
work pending arbitration. The mer- 
chants thus far seem disposed to stand 
firm and make no concessions. 


A General Strike Ordered, 


NKW OIILEANS, Nov. 2.—A general 


strike was ordered by all the trades' 
union orgsinuationa of this city at 12:30 
o'clock this morning, taking effect to- 
day. A meeting of all the parties con- 
cerned is now (a a. in.) being held in 
the board of trade, and the affair may 
l)c Retried before morning. Every busi- 
ness man in the city is directly inter- 
ested in the movement which is now 
on. Tho strike is the result of the 
merchants' refusal to recognize tho la- 
bor organizations.

NO SURRENDER. 


Chicago Merchants Combine to Fljrht the 


Sugar Trust. 


CIUCA.OO, Nov. 2.—New York and 


Philadelphia may surrender to the su- 
gar trust, but the World's fair city will 
not be bulldozed worth a cent At 
least that was the purport of tho deci- 
sion reached at a meeting of the large 
wholesale grocers in this city. The 
mooting was held on the request of Mr. 
W. IT. Osborn. the New York represent* 
alive of the American sugar trust. The 
plan proposed by Mr. Osborn was the 
one known as the "equality and rebate 
plan," and after a half hour's delibera- 
tion it was unanimously rejected. The 
plain English of the attitudp of Chica- 
go's 
holesalc grocers is that they do 


not intend being dictated to by the 
sugar trust. If they want to buy 
sugar at five cents and sell for four 
cents it is their business, and is no con- 
cern of the sugar trust or anyone else. 


The "equality and rebate plan" was 


proposed at the meeting of national 
grocers in Now York last June and 
would havo been adopted had it not 
been for tho active opposition of Chi- 
cago, supplemented by nearly all the 
leading-houses in Milwaukee, Detroit, 
Kansas City and St. Joseph. St. Louis 
and a few other southern points were 
in favor of it^ but it was temporarily 
shelved. Tho meeting had no sooner 
adjourned than sly work was begun by 
tho tnist, and its friends to work the 
opposition over to the scheme, and a 
few weeks ago a very ingenious circu- 
lar was sent out, confidentially, to the 
wholesale grocers.

their appearance. Tho tonic, or con- 
tinuous, contraction of the muscles was 
reinforced by elonic, or paroxysmal, 
contractions, during which the patient 
would ibrick with agony. A stiffen- 
ing of the muscles of tho jaws and face 
was also noticed, growing in intensity 
until Dcgaw could barely open his 
mouth. As soon as these new develop- 
ments made, their appearance'tho treat- 
ment proper for tetanus, or lockjaw, 
was at once begun, and to-day the 
patient is nomewhat better, but not 
out of danger. Dr. Marks states that a 
case of lockjaw without the existence 
of some injury to have caused it afl a 
remarkable medical case and possesiied 
of the deepest profcstional interest 
He says that totanus sometimes so de- 
velops in the tropioal countries, where

may have been reduced thereby, the free- 
trader at once begins his howl that the 
tariff is a tux paid by the consumer end 
assumes that the amount of the tariff is 
added to the price of the article; he also 
demands the repeal of the tariff, which 
is equivalent to insisting that our people 
shall again be pat at the mercy of the 
foreign manufacturer.

tails of the train robbery which, oc- 
curred on the East Tennessee, Virginia 
& Georgia road, just south of Piedmont, 
Ala., atmicUlight Monday night, were 
received here to-day. 


As the south-bound express was pull- 


ing out of Piedmont two masked men 
quietly boarded tho forward platform 
of the baggage car next to the en- 
gine. Two miles flown the roafl, at 
Patona water tank, and when the 
train was under full headway they 
entered tho baggage car and covered 
tho baggag-emaster with pistols, com- 
peling- him to lead them into the ex- 
press car. Messenger Rogers had heard 
them coming, and, growing apprehen- 
sive, drew his pistol, but the robbers 
began firing into the top of the car and 
Hogers was forced to give up. 


At the muzzle of pistols they com- 


pcled him to open tho safe, emptying 
the contents of it into a bag. The ex- 
press company says the robbers only 
got?800. The robbers then marched 
Rogers and the baggagcmaster into the 
mail car and made the postal clerk 
throw op his hands. The registered 
pouches were cut open and their con- 
tents emptied into a bag. 


The robbers pulled the bell cord as 


tho train ncared Dompman's station, 
and a's the train slowed up they backed 
out of the tloor and stepped off. 


Engineer Green and Conductor Jones 


became acquainted with the situation 
about this time and began firing at the 
robbers, who returned the fire as they 
fled through the woods. They mounted 
horses and escaped. 


Tho amount of money that tho regis- 


tered packages contained is not known, 
but is estimated anywhere from $100 to 
$2,000. 
Two hoars later a posse was on the 


trail of the robbers, .and at daylight 
came up with them twenty miles 
away in the mountains.

Instructive Forest Fires In Indiana. 
BKOvrasTcywH, Ind., Nov. 1.—Forest 


fires arc raging on the table land four 
miles south and southwest of hero, 
with a fury that is carrying every- 
thing before them. The roar of the 
flames can bo heard in this city, and 
tho heavens arc lighted up with a 
glare that is plainly visible fifty miles 
away. A light breo-c from the south- 
west brings smoke and heated air con- 
stantly over this place, and if contin- 
ued through the night will doom every 
particle of fine timber that covers the 
table lands to destruction. This sec- 
tion of the state has been suffering 
from a protracted drought and every- 
thing is as dry as tinder. Tho table 
lands where, the fires are raging are the 
best wooded parts of the county and 
contain much valuable timber, in fact, 
the best of the original forests, which 
has been preserved on account of its 
rapidly 
increasing 
value. 
Unless 


checked by a heavy shower the fire will 
feed upon the timber till it is all de- 
stroyed, having got such headway that 
it would be useless to attempt to stay 
it with usual aeencics. The loss can 
hardly be estimated at this time, but 
will reach perhaps $100,000.
